Paul Deac is a native American, born somewhere in Ohio, of Roumenian parenta ge. 
His father, a former Mathodist minister, passed away last week. Paul Deac is 
between 33 and 35 years old. 


He has spent a great many years in Europe — some of them in Roumania, many 
in France, and some time in Spain. His foreign parentage, added to his long 
sojourn abroad, have produced a slight but noticeable foreign accent in his 
speech. As far as can be discovered, Paul Deac's work abroad was in the field 
of journalism. He was a free-lance reporter for French and perhaps also for 
| American newspapers. Conversations with him seem to indicate that he had AY: 
-““smpathies dnd perhaps also some connections with the "Popular Front", in Frene. «cif | 
He was in Spain during the Spanish revolution, writing reports for French news- "7 
‘“\, papers. It is not clear whether he reported on the Spanish situation for Amer— | 
“dean newspapers also. yw 


Although the length of Paul Deac's stay in Detroit can be easily ascertained, 
the present writer is not certain of what that length of time is. It may be 
about two years. In? voit, Paul Deac has been serving as editor of the 
Cosmopolitan Page of . Detroit Free Press, for the past eighteen months. This __ 
Page appears every Sunday and carries news and pictures of the activities and 
programs of foreign-language groups in Detroit. It also carries citizenship 
information, and has served as an excellent vehicle for giving a feeling of 
status and belonging to the foreign-language groups in the city, and has served 
as a good stimulus to "good Americanism". ‘The Page has occasionally been uged 
as a platform for public censure of such proposals as "Westbrook Peglers" to 

- ereate two or more classes of citizenship depending upon the individual's 

- place of birth and length of stay in this country. Mr. Deac seems to enjoy the 
“eonfidence and the affection of a large number of representatives of the forejim- 
language groups. 
He publishes an occasionel article in the Free Press. One which comes to mind ' 
was an erticle on the Free French Movement, its leading figures, end its 
development in this country. It contained strong pro-Democracy, anti-Vichy 
sentiments. Paul Deac also publishes a weekly column in a nighborhood newspaper 
called "The Highland Parker". This paper has a circulation of 33,000. His 

. columns have been consistently pro-democracy and strongly, even bitterly, anti~ — 

“ Nazi and anti-Fascist. Frequently the column lashed out against local groups 

fend individuals of the Roumanien, Ukrainian, Italian and other nationalities 

| who were suspected of pro-Fascist or pro-Nazi activity or sentiment. Paul Deac 
claims -- and the claim has plausibility, that he has earned himself bitter 
enemies as a result of his denunciations of these groups and individuals. He 
gives the above as the reason for not having his address and telephone number 
listed in the telephone directory. ae ee

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Recently Paul Deac began the organization of a body known as "Americans ALL". 
This is to be an organizetion -- with u large, mass membership ——“dédicated to 
the program of bringing together masses of individuals with different nationali- 
ty backgrounds and individuals with a native American background, and encouraging 
among them good Americanism, pro-democracy sentiments and convictions, and a 
respect for the cultural, racial and religious backgrounds of other groups» The 
Cosmopolitan Page of the Free Presse is to serve as the publicity vehicle for the 
organization. (Obviously, one of the factore which entered into the setting up 
of this organization, is the hope that it will in the end result in increased | 
circulation for the Free Press.) ) 


The beginnings of "Americans ALL" are somewhat disappointing. The conception 
and the possibilities of an organization of this sort are beyond Paul Deac's 
orgenizational and executive ability, and from the very start he wes perhaps 
unable to keep a fira hand on the growth and development of this body. It 
threatened, end still perhaps threatens, to become a foothall for the political 
ambitions of Leaders in some of the larger foreign~lenguage groups. It also 
caused antagonism, or at best indifference, on the part of some community leaders. 
whose names were used in advance of consultation with them, The initial

One report hag it that when some anti-Semitic comments were being passed around 
by individuals of this Iron Guard group in Deac's presence, Deac not only did 
not remonstrate against these remarks, but appeared to be quite at home in the 
atmosphere, The same report stressed the shrewdness aid craftiness of the Iron 
Guard group and the comparative naivete and immaturity of Paul Deac. ' 


On the negative side of the ledger ere Deac's immaturity, lack of organizational 
and executive ability, an incurable inefficiency (his copy is never ready in 
time for the deadline), and a lack of vigor in the presence of brainy or crafty 
individuals. In spite of these weaknesses he possesses a great deal of per- 
severance and energy. 


One final word -- no one, to the best knowledge of the present writer, has ever 
suspected Deac of any but the best intentions, and of anything but the most 
sincere devotion to Democracy. He would have to be a remarkably gifted actor 
(vnich he is not) to disguise so completely any undemocratic leanings.

Mr.Devila represented the Waskiugtam government in Washington 
from 1929 to 1938. He resigned his daéplomatic post when King Carol 
proclaimed himself di otator e Before coming here he had played an 
important role in Rumania, having been one of the leading figures 
of the Rumanian National Peasant Party, the largest political group, 
which represented, in the main, the large landowners and industrial 
magnates. 
| Here he gained wide popularity by keeping in close contact with 
the Rumaniam organizations in the United States. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that - at present « he is the uncrowned king of all Ru- 
mariian-Americans. 

American democracy has influenced his way of thinking. That 
was indicated when he told me recently that order in Europe is pos- 
sible only under some sort of a Socialist governmental system, Per- 
sonally he is a learned and cultured gentleman,

yhose love to their homeland makes them forget the suffering and 
misery Fascism dealt out to them and their families. Irku Totales- 
eu(Detroit), an official of the Rumanian-Greek Catholic Church of 
America, told me that men and women who had stood loyally by Bu- 
charest cursed the young King and his Prime Minister Antonescu =- 
the genuine article as a dictator - who had brought death and perdi- 
tion over Rumania. Letters arriving from Rumania, Totalescy said, 
tell of many such incidents, though there is no hope at present 
that the Rumenians would or could revolt, 

There is no denying the fact that many Rumanians in the United 
States have strong racial and national prejudices, They hate the

This is our war—a struggle for democracy, progress 
and civilization, against the modern gangsters of Fascism

and Nacism. It is a sruggle of the United Nations against 
the combined forces of evil and reaction which. have en- 
gulfed whole nations and peoples. -Inasmuch-as Jugoslavia 
is a member of the United Nations, I would like to speak 
of this evil and its consequence from our specific point 
of view. 


Allies Separate—and Peace Fails. 


To my mind, the main causes for the present war 
can be found in our failure to win the peace after the last 
war. Wilson’s noble ideas, his fourteen poiits and the 
institution of a true League of Nations foundered, and the 
Allies failed to keep their unity after the cessation of hos- 
tilities. The All'ed Nations withdrew in disgust and dis- | 
illusionment, while Russia was pre-occupied with her in- 
ternal foes. 


San Francisco, Cal.—In a one and one-half hour dramatic 
address, delivered to a packed audience of Jugoslav people in 
San Francisco’s Eagles Auditorium, on Golden Gate Avenue, 
Dr. Ivan Subasich, the Governor of Croatia and member of the 
Jugoslav Government-in-exile in London, urged his listeners 
to “forget their differences” and to unite wholeheartedly be- 
hind the national war effort. | 

This was the Governor’s first appearance in the Pacific 
Coast, The people who came to hear him were thrilled at the 
opportunity to get first hand information on the present state 
of affairs insofar as it effects or may effect our people in the 
“old country.” And they applauded generously every state- 
ment reflecting his idea of post-war conditions, which must 
bring freedom and equality to all the people, not only in Jugo- 
slavia but throughout the world. 

After relating interesting experiences during his short 
rein as Governor of Croatia and preceding his departure from 
the invaded country, Dr. Subasic made an open challenge to the 
Jugoslav Government in London to cleanse itself of dubious 
and questionable elements and to work “more fully toward the 
unity of our people in Jugoslavia” at the time of their supreme 
test—“‘to be or not to be.” 

He reviewed the unfortunate fall of the influence of Presi- 
dent Wilson and his fourteen points leading to world peace in 
the last war, and said, among other things, that individuals 
beset with selfish interests helped to create the present Croatian 
and Serbian Quislings. 

He criticized the Jugoslav Government for its failure of 


The moral and spiritual crisis, engendered by this 
failure to provide proper solutions for the ills of post-1918 
world, produced Fascism and Nacism, which gained roots 
first among the people trained through generations in 
veneration of such power,

Foreign Influences Governed New State. - 


Wilson’s ideology and fourteen points transformed the 
age-old dream of the South Slav people into a living reality 
—the state of Jugoslavia. The difficulties which the new 
state experienced were, in part, hereditary hangovers from | 
other regimes under which the South Slav peoples had to 
live, but mainly, they were products of foreign influences, 
inimical to the existence of a strong and united Jugoslav | 
state.

It has to be made clear that those frictions and differ- 
ences were never caused by the people, whether Serbian, 
Croatian or Slovenian, but by ambitious, narrow-minded 
and corrupt individuals or cliques who, in their, dovmtte. 
ambition to sccure their own power at the expense of the 
people, did not even shrink from serving foreign interests. 
These groups produced the present traitors. and Quislings 
of Jugoslavia—Pavelich and Nedich, : 


The punishment which the irate Croatian people will 
mete out to its own traitors will be much harsher than all 
the codes of international law provide. And justice once 
done, the only possible foundations for a new Jugoslavia 
will be democracy, equality and freedom for all South 
Slav people. 


Sounds Warning To Men In Yugoslav Government. 

Let those Jugoslav politicians and members of the 
present Jugoslav Government, who persist in their per- 
nicuous. activity, aiming at the return of the past, remem- 
ber this! 


As Croatian Governor, responsible to the people and 
to the Crown, I warn, from this platform, certain of our 
diplomats and their chiefs in London. I demand-a clear and 
unambiguous statement of policy on the part of the Jugo- 
slav Government, Its failure to do this within the past 
eighteen months is not statesmanship, but petty political 
speculation, foreign to the people. From the Pacific Coast 
of America, I send this protest against the weaknesses, 
vacilations and procrastinations. The time is short! 


“Criminal!”—This Weakening of War Effort.

One full page, in the Zajednitar of December 5, 1917, 
is taken by lodges announcing their annual meetings 
and the election of officers, Today, more so than ever 
before, these notices appear in increasing numbers, 
with officers of every lodge pleading for a large at- 
tendance of members. — This proves that men are 
not changed by the mere passing of time, for then as 
now, it is difficult to drum up an unusual attendance, 
even at annual lodge meetings. — To you, who read 
these lines, we suggest: Attend the annual meeting 
of YOUR lodge this month! — Joseph Spehar, now 
and for many years in the past an employe of the 
Supreme Office, was secretary of the Croatian National 
Hall (Javor), Pittsburgh, in 1917. — Grgur Mekié, 
well known old-timer in Lackawanna, N. Y. was re- 
porting for Lodge 241, — N. F, Lipanovic, another 
employe in the Supreme Office, was secretary of Lodge 
566 in Masontown, Pa, — Mrs. Emma Zibrat, N. S. 
Pittsburgh, is still holding the post she had twenty- 
five years ago, as recording secretary of Lodge 455. —

At a rally (song & 
dance program) held on March 15 in Detroit, the Alliance raised $3.000 for an ambu- 
lance for the American Red Cross, of which sum $1.000 were contributed by Dr. Leucu-_ 
tia, who also made a speech, stressing the need for unity and for forgetting all 
racial, political and religious differences in the fight against fascist tyranny. 
During several long talks I had with him, Dr. Leucutia expressed the certainty that 


Meaniu is virtually Antonescu's prisoner and that Antonescu is dangerous from the 


point of view of Romanian interests. He refused even to consider my suggestion that . 
Maniu was not only at liberty personally but that he could at any time leave the : 
country to organize a free movement or government abroad and that he himself found it 
more important to remain in Romania. Also the idea that Antonescu is a patriotic Ro- 
manian doing his best in a hopeless situation created before his advent and beyond 
his control, was utterly unacceptable to him. He also thought that I should have join 
ed Davila from the beginning and that I ought to do so now. I maintained that what 
hopes there were for my country must in the first place come from inside and could 
only be made manifest when the people on the spot ‘considered the time was ripe for 
action. I added that for the time being, at least, the creation of a Free Romanian 
a» movement seemed to me premature, particubarly since atl the data on the Maniu-Anton- 
wou aituation were not yet available. Moreover, I maintained - and I continue to do 
' so « that it was most unfair for one who, like myself (and incidentally my interlocu- 
tor) was safe and cut off from the scene, to pass smug judgement from afar on actions 
and events dictated by the pressure of dire circumstance. In connection with this 
question, I want to stress once more that, in my case at least, there is all the dif- 
ference in the world between a voluntary attitude of non-cooperation, teken under 
circumstances that allowed me to make a free choice, and the wholesale condemnation 


of a régime struggling under and against the mast adverse and inexorable conditions.

HE FREE RUMANIAN " MOVEMENTS. : a e, 
; Rn 46

The RUMANIAN government, after the World War, prohibited the 
emigration of pace le oF Rumanian citizenship and punished the author= 
ities that issued passports to emigrants as weli as the shipping lines 
that sold tickets to them. The purpose admittedly was that Rumanians 
should populate Transylvania and Bessarabia, instead af America, 80 
that this too should help to balance census figures in favor of Rumania. 
Since the agrarian reforms granted enough land to the Rumanian state, 
the government was able to divide Transylvanian and partly Bessarabian 
estates among the Rumanian peasants. On the other hand, the omigration 
of nonRumanian citizens was promoted. That is how it happens that while 
there are Rumanian citizens in the United States, they are not native 
Rumanianse This circumstance tranmls to a certain extent the "Free 
Rumanian® movements. The propagamia can concern only a few native 
Rumanians, while the majority of Rumanian citizens but of alien nation- 
ality and not citizens of the United States, are unwilling to participate 
in the “Free Rumanian® movements. In spite of this, there are two 
"rree Rumania" movements in America the activities of which keenly 
concern the Hungarians because it happens to be Rumania with whom 
ever since Trianon to this day, Hungary had the greatest trouble and 
foul. 


The first “Free Rumanian" movement was started in London by 
Tilea (Viorel, former Ambassador to England, who, however, was a con 
fidant of King Carol, a circumstance which did not recommend him to 
the British. Beside this, Tilea had another shortcoming which rendered 
him unfit to lead the movement. He was an enemy of Maniu and was a 
favorite of Vajdae And today, it is Maniu whom the Allies consider 
the representative of Rumanian democracy 


It was the Tilea sort of "Free Rumanian" movement which was 
started by the Rumanian priest, Glicher Morariu, who first was parish 
priest in Canada and later in the United States, in Dearborn. He succeed= 
ed in winning a few of his colleagues over to the movement and they 
began to organize in Canada as well ae in the United States. When ex~ 
King Carol arrived in South America yearning for a political role, or 
rather lowlly proclaimed his right to the throne, Morariu and his 
crowd lined up with Carol and broke off with Tilea. They baptized the 
new movement, "The Free Rumanian Committee for the Triumph of Democracy®, 
and openly followed a pro-Carol policy. 


The “Free Rumanian", as the group is called, maintains a close 
contact with Carol who at present is sojourning in Mexico together with 
Helene Lupescu and his aid-de~camp. The movement is financed by Cerol 
and it was not beneath his dignity to write a few letters to wealthy 
Rumanian refugees living in the United States, to ask their support 
for the Morariu movement. The support, however, is very slight, but 
Caroi as well as the movement are very activee Carol made certain state= 
ments in which he spoke of present Rumanian conditions, of "German 
oppression" and of "occupation", although he himself had made the 
preparation for German occupation. The “Free Rumanian" wants to 
organize an opposition government in the United States or in Canada, 
the members of which would be appointed by Carol. 


oD 


Ex-King Carol made a statemnt that he would “be in the United 
States shortly" and simultaneously he accepted presidency of the 
trree Rumanian" movement. At the time — about January ~ he hoped 
that with money, with the aid of his lawper as well as through Mademe 
Lupescu's family connections in the United States, he would succeed 
in getting an émigrant visa. To immigrate would have been very im 
portant to the ruler because by this his Million Dollar deposits 
in the Chase National Bank would have been released, besides, he 
would have been able to shape public sentiment in his behalf. But 
the government of the United States was from the very begining 
against Carol, and had conveyed to the ex-King as well as the shipping 
line, at the time when Carol sailed from Lisbon, that they wore not 
willing to grant entrance to Carol and that the United States govern= 
ment would respond with immdiate arrest to any attempt on his part. 
On the other hand, Carol's lawyer who is an influential New York 
politician, hoped that he would succeed in persuading Washington to 
weeken, and for a time it looked es if Carol would get the visa = 
if he would temporarily divorce Madame Lupescu ~~ when the British 
intervened and definitely declared themselves against any political 
activity on Carol's part. It was this intervention which led to the 
well-known statement by Suaner Welles who firmly declared that the 
United States will not grant ea visa to Carol. 


This definite standpoint, however, neither disarmed Carol nor 

the "Free Rumanian® movement. They launched their English language 
monthly periodical, the " Free Rumanian " and two Rumanian language 

weekly papers besides, endeavoring to whitewash Carol. They succeeded 

in winning over to the cause the proprietor of a New York printing 

house by the name of Leon Fischer who visited Carol in his Mexican 

loneliness and completely delivered himself to the service of the ; 

movement. Fischer's task 18 to paint Carol in a favorable light to 

American Jews, a very hard job considering Carol's past. Naturally 

the " Free Rumanian " stande definitely for the Greater Rumania 

and in their English language periodical they try by every poseible 

means to prove Transylvania and Bessarabia to be Rumanian. 


In opposition to the pro-Carol party " Free Rumania " movement 
the anti-Carol " Independent Rumania " movement was started , but ,; .,. 
much later. The leader of this movement is Oarol Davila, former ee aa yee. 
Rumanian Ambassador to Washington. This movement includes those who 
take a stand against King Carol. It is much harmed by the personality 
of Daviie who is unpopular here and at home - Davila is too mich a 
" gentleman "in the eyes of Rumanians , he is too much concerned 
with " society ® and too little with the " people.® In other words 
he is a“theoretical democrat." 


While Carol is supported by the priests, behind Davila stand 
the secular Rumanians societies and the widely circulated Rumanian ~ 
English language paper , " America. " But Davila is not achieving 
enough and not dynamics enough to organize a great movement Besides 
he ie far too much occupied with social oblizations and has no time 
to do orgenizational work . Also he wan much discouraged by the 
fact that Washington was unwilling to recognize the movement, and 
unwilling to turn over to the opposition government ~- not yet formed~ 
the Rumanian millions held in escrow . 


The news that Davila and ex-King Carol's lawyer had met a 
few days ago caused a real sensation in Rumanian circles. The 
outcome of their negotiations are not known , but the fact is that 
since the m@ting with Carol's lawyer, Davila does not pay much 
attention to the " Independent Rumanian " movement and has spent 
the winter at Hot Springs . However, the "Free Rumanian * continues 
its offensive and in spite of every declaration by the United States 
government, demands the formation of a Carol opposition government, 
or rather the recognition of such a government - 


In neither movement are thera many Rumanian citizens who are 
native Rumanians . The majority @&@ them are American citizens , as 
a matter of fact thirty-three out of the thirty-five members of the 
executive committee of the " Free Rumanian " New York Chapter, under 
the leadership of Leon Fischer are American citizens , Jews. The 
majority of the members of the now-closed Rumanian Embassy and Con=- 
sulates, about fifty altogether , have joined Davila's movement. 


Lately a rumor was epread in Rumanian circles that a Rumanian 
diplomat,really much respected, will shortly arrive here and by 
appointment by Maniu will take over the leadership of the Free 
Rumanian Movement . If this diplomat should really arrive in New 


York then he would give weight and swing to the movement. To date 
no serious contact whatever exists between Hungarian circles and 
Rumanian movements , it should therefore be expected that the really 
serious leaders of the ® Free Rumania " movement would get into 
touch with the leaders of the " Free Hungaria * movement , enabling 
them to talk over now the conditions of post-war collaboration , 
go that leter when the nour strikes for the actual settlement of 
problems no etrife should arise which would be very costly to 
both comtries. Unfortunately the two © Free Rumania © movements 
now in existence are not sufficiently serious to make it worth while 
to start negoviations with them . 
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Regarding the Roumanian diplomat wo is 
expected to arrive in. New York (as per my recent memo- 
randum) to take over ‘the leadership of the Rumanian 
movement here, my informants believe that he ds yee 
Viorel. Thlea, the man who started the Free ‘Rumanian 
movement in England. The British are said to have 
looked upon him with disfavor. He is a friend of King 
Carol and of Vajda. It is reported that Mr. Tilea is 
to enter the United States via Mexico and it is believed 


that he may already be there conferring with Carol,

We are pleased to remind you, with further reference to the stock, that your company, in 1940, distributed 
$756,885.25 in dividends, which was the equivalent of 50¢ per share. It trusts that it will be able to continue a consistent 
dividend policy in the future. : 

Employee relations in the economic structure and progress of business are of growing importance to all, and of 
particular interest to us, especially in view of the fact that more than 50% of our personnel has been with us for ten 
years or more. Their conscientiousness, cooperation, and loyalty were the reasons that prompted us a year ago to 
announce a special bonus plan applicable to all employees except chicf executives and salesmen. This distribution 
amounted to $48,044.08 for the year 1940. The spirit of appreciation with which it was reccived by the employees 
was gratifying to the company. In view of the good results for last year, your Management recently announced the 
continuation of the same bonus plan for 1941, subject, of course, to any unforescen circumstances that might arise. 

Reporting to you further about our employces, it will interest you to know that as of December Ist, 1940 (which 
was the peak working period of last year), we had a total of 1,247 employees, as compared with 1,059 as of December 
Ist, 1939. The increased sales last year naturally required steadier and greater production, and our personnel was kept 
employed 250 full working days throughout 1940, 

Wholesale and retail sales cnjoyed last year excecded those of 1939, and were higher than for any period since

The advertising and merchandising value 
of a public exhibit of this kind was one of the many considerations that influenced your Management to lease space 
recently on Fifth Avenue near 49th Street and the Promenade of Rockefeller Center, where on or about June first 
ae year The Coty Show-place will open its doors to the public, For further particulars please see the back page of 
this report. 

Selling and merchandising plans for the ensuing year will be even more aggressive, During the coming months 
many new packages will make their appearance on the market, and will be supported by consistent color advertising 
and promotional programs. Among the publicity features for 1941 will be a tour throughout the country of a beauty 
pageant, which will be presented in auditoriums in all important centers. If this should come to your city, we trust 
that you will see it. We shall be happy to have your opinion of it. 

Sales for the first two months of this year showed an increase over the corresponding period of 1940, 


"In the letter which accompanied the annual report for 1939, the statement was made that “your company, 
anticipating difficult times ahead, was able to secure through its various purchasing agencies throughout the world sub- 
stantial supplies of the highest grade of raw materials and other essentials,” Despite the difficulties of importation, 
additional shipments were reecived during the latter part of 1940, and reserve stocks exist in our laboratories here at 
the present time to take care of our requirements, Every effort is being made to maintain and add to our supplies of 
these needed ingredients,

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The Rumanian Emvigration and its Political Activity 


New York, June, 19428. 


The entire Rumanian political life is centered around 
a difficult ouestion: how does this or that faction regard 
the former King Carol, Therefore, wishing to penetrate the 
Rumanian vroblem to its roots, knowing that this problem is 
closely connected its personal affairs, we have to first 
examine Carol himself, . 

The abdication of King Carol (September 6th, 1940) and 
his voyage into exile is a text book example of the result 
of a pohitical fulfillment of Tolstoy’s slogan, "Do not 
resist evil", Much of what has happened in Rumania during 
Carol’s reign bore the typical symptoms of deadly appeasement, 
beginning with the sale of Streicher’s pornographic paper 
"Der Stuermer" on Rumania’s street corners via the fascist 
government of Octavian Goga to Carol’s Godesberg excursion 
to see Hitler. 

Because of the rapid progress of affairs after the Munich 
agreement, the development of Rumenia’s case took a different 
course than could have been expected if the evolution of the 
external situation had been peaceful: -in Rumania the situation 
was conditioned for a catastrophe already by the retirement 
of her sreatest statesman, Nicolae Tituleseu (in 1936), who 
remained in retirement until his death (Titulescu died in 
Cannes on March 17th, 1941),

Prior to a description of the political milieu of 
Carol’s abdication, the most important phases of Carol’s 
interesting life shall be mentioned: 

‘In December, 1925, Carol was in Venice with Mme, Lupescu, 
From Venice he announced:on December 28th to his father King 
Ferdinand that he is giving up’all tke rights and titlesof the 
heir to the Rumanian throne, 

On January 4th, 1926 this renunciation had been made into 
@ law; Carol’s four year old son Michael, born from Carol’s 
marriage with the Greek princess Helena, has succeeded as 
heir to the throne, King Ferdinand died on July 20th, 1927, 
Michael, less than six years old, became king, A regency 
governed in his stead, 

Carol Started negotiations with the prime minister 
(Vintila Bratianu) about returning home and having himself 
elected KkKing--«to yeverse his previous renunciation, 
Vintila Bratianu refused; an election of the king is not 


in agreement with the Rumanian law. 


During the era of Bratianu’s successor, Dr, Juliu Maniu, 


the situation became more hopeful for Carol: Maniu would 
accept Carol’s return,if successful, as a fait accompli, 

It proved successful, On June 6th, 1930, Carol started 
out of Munich;.on June 8th, 1930, he was the king of’ Rumania, 

Ten years later he returned into exile, 

The following are details about Carol’s second abdication 
as revealed by General Antonescu: 

On September 4th, 1940 at moon he had been entrusted by 
Kine Carol with the task of forming a government, At nine 


O; ;olock in the evening he announce ed to the King: "No one 
wants to enter the government unless the ‘King renounces the 
throne," The Tron Guerd took threatening posts arotind the 
King’ Sg neave, A dramatic scene ensued between the powerless 
King and the King’s General who was beginning to become the 
master of the situation, The King asked for a period in which 
to decide, a definite answer to be given before four A,M, 
The King had a council with generals, who advised him to 
remain, The politicians whom the King had summoned for 
consultetion were in favor of abdication; the dynasty 
could have been saved only by abdication, At 3:50 A.M. 
Antonescu sent the Kine a letter, which demanded, without 
due respect: either--or, ‘Finally Carol decided to abdicate 
in favor of his son Micheel. Although Mme Lupescu tried 
to receive Antonescu’s consent to Michael’s leaving the 
country along with his father, Carol finally had to leave 
alone, (Antonescu interprets Mme, Lupescu’s plea as an 


experiment directed toward bringing chaos into Rumania. } 


On September 6th, 1940 at 8 A.M., the new King Michael 


delivered his solemn oath of allegiance, 
Then the dramatic voyage of Carol and Mme, Lupescu 
began, | 
The presence of Mme Lupeseu in the vicinity 
of King Carol has been one of the reasons for 
the people’s distaste. A whole series of attempts 
to have Mme, Lupescu removed from Rumania can be 
traced throughout the country’s internal politics, 
In September, 1934, the loader of the 


Agrarian Party, Juliu Maniu, published e statement 


in which he decidecly said:

1.) It is impossible to orderly govern Rumania 

as long as Mine . Lupescu remains there; 

a4) vme . Lupescu’s active part in politics has 

resulted in the formation of thirteen successive 
governments and has brought about four elections 


to parliament since Carol’s ascent to the throne, 


Maniu’s party hopefully expected that Carol’s 


mother, the Queen Dowager Marie, would interfere, 
When this hope failed to come true, Maniu went 
further; on June 17th, 1935 he made an important 
speech at a lerge meeting in Brasov, which (address- 


ing masses of peasants’) he tinted anti-Semitically: 


a.) Rumania is a Christian apace: we demand to be 
rulet by Christians; 

b.) All Jewish influences (meaning Mime Lupescu)

In September 1935, 200,000 members of Maniu’s

When Corneliu Zelea Codreanu was shot and killed 
on November 30th, 1938 the Berlin paper "Der Angriff"

This "personal representative" was Joan Pangal; Pangal 
had been Rumanian envoy in Spain until October 26th, 1940, 
when he was succeeded by the pro-Nazi member of the Tron quand; 
Radu Gheneea ; Pangal was formerly Grand Master of Rumanian 
free masons; some time ago he dissolved the lodges, "voluntarily" 
and ceremoniously, in the presence of the hiorarchy of all . 
churches, He is loyal to Carol and a friend of the Spanish 
Dictator Franco, 


Simultaneously with the appeal to Wilson, Panga contacted 


the Portugese Prime Minister, Antonio de Olivera Salazar, 


asking permission for Carol and his suite te proceed to 


Portugal and remain there for the duration of the war, 

Pangal supported this petition with an orfensive and 
forceful dispatch of the German press agency: it spoke of 
Carol’s plans to Greate a Rumanian government-in~exile in 
re rT mentioned that Antonescu would have to take | 
precautions egainst all eventualities resulting therefrom, 

With Carol’s full sowene Pangal told newspapermen that 
Carol had left Rumania only because of the threats of an : 
immediate German occupation of the country in case of nis 
refusal to eave. 

Salazar promised to fulfill Pangal’s petition and to - 
give Carol asyl in Portugal. 

Chargé dAffairesWilson transmitted Pangal’s petition to 
Washington on October osth. Newspapermen were unable to 
obtain any further information on this affair at the State 
Department, 

Carol, Mme, Lupescu and Urdareanu were under police 
supervision and Bucharest continued its requestsfor the 
surrender of ime, Lupeseu and Urdareanu in strong terms. 

On November sth, 1940 the London "Daily Mail" printed 
a sensational item: Carol announces that Mme, Lupescu is 
his lawful wife since their marriage in London in 1929, . 

On the same day, November 6th, Carol called on the Spanish 
Foreign Minister Ramon Serrano Sutier: he asked that complete 
freedom be returned to him for the duration of his stay in 
grain. He presented the argument that in 1936, at the time: 
of the Spanish Civil war, Suter found temporary refuge at the 
Rumanian Legation in Madrid, Reports as to the outcome of 
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this visit are lacking, 
On January 10th Carol threatened with a hunger strike. 

On January 26th, 1941 he wrote to General Franco, ask-_ 
ing for permission to leave Spain and calling attention to the 
promises "of your Foreign Minister, which were not eulfillea". 

At about that time Carol had conferred by telephone with 
his son, King Michael, who promised that he would take the - 
royal standpoint and make Antonescu promise to discard further 
demands for the surrender of Mme.

Before that, on December 20th, 1940, the German government 
offered Carol refuge in Doorn, the residence of the German 


ex-Kaiser Wilhelm IT, It has not become known how Carol re- 


acted to this "offer"--he remained in Spain anyway. 


On March 5th, 1941 he crossed the border to Portugal by 
automobile provided with a Polish pasdport, Mme, Lupescu was 
with him, 

In Lisbon Carol was guest of the Portuguwe millionaire 
Joas Lopes Joly, with whom he has been friendly from the time 
of his first exile. He did not plan to remain in Portugal, 
however, and tried to get to Canada, with a transit visa 
through the U.S.A, Reportedly the well-known Russian scientist 
Serge Voronoy, whose wife ig Mme, Lupescu’s cousin, intervened 
on his behalf at the State Department. 

On May th’ 3rd, 1941 Carol sailed to Cuba aboard the ship 
'Hxcambion", He travelled under the name "Count Vrancea", 

Mme Lupescu under the name "ime, Helene Lorenz". On July 26th, 
1941 Carol disembarked on Mexican soil at Vera Cruz, 


Carol’s political activity was resumed upon his arrival

On November 27th, 1938, Trimescu spoke in defense

harmony, wherein the sole source of rights is work and

Irimesou ended his speech thus: 
"Rumania’s people have been given naa, as in the

Trimescu was among the first to whom Carol turned, He

Trimescu’s position at present is not clear, 

In a letter to Carol’s representative, Leon Fischer, 
Irimescu said that today he cannot politically support the 
former king (and is therefore denoted as Antonescu’s partisan 
by some of Carol’s people), but in the circles that oppose 
Carol it is believed that Irimescu is Carol’s agent and pretends — 
passivity only for camouflage. 

In Irimescu’s circles a special place belongs to Miss |

From the beginning of his present activity Davila has 
taken a stand against the former King, "Rumania," the former 
envoy stated, "is through with the former King", And he 
announced: "There will not be any kind of Rumanian organization 
headed by Carol Hohenzollern, either on American or on Canadian 
soil, or anywhere else", 

Davila has been successful: he has organizations in Detroit 
and in Cleveland, People coming from Transylvania, where 
Maniu was especially popular, follow Maniu’s friend Davila, .

As a Rumanian citizen, Kovacs has been for 15 years the 
Bucharest correspondent of the "New York TMmos", He lived 
in constant disputes, especially with Professor Jorga - when 
Jorga became Prime Minister, he let Kovdes feel for several times 
that Jorga, and not the correspondent of the "New York Times", 
is’ the master in Rumania , 

After Carol’s fall, Rovdes, a Jew himself came to New York | 
where he has found a place in the archive of the "New York Times". 
Unable to write for the paper by which he is employed, he writes 
for the New York Hungarian newspaper “Auerikal Magyar Népszava", 
which, until the United States’ entry into the war, was subsidized 
by the Horthy government of Hungary. Kovacs writes articles | 
especially against Rumania and against representatives of se 
Rumanian movements abroad, 

Tn one of these articles he mentioned that a Rumanian 
politician whom he cannot name succeeded in escaping from 
iSianaaita This politician - Kovdes wrote - has already contacted

On December llth, 1940, the Rumanian government (1,6. 
Antonescu or Hitler, respectively) issued a decree providing

The decree was directed against Viorel Virgil Tilea, former 


Rumanian Minister to Great Britain, who abdicated when the

Although a Rumanian liberating action started behind the 
seenes as early as in December 1940, Antonescu’s decree was 
ahead of affairs: Tilea was unable to contemplate a Rumanian 
government-in-exile as yet, as Great Britain at that time still

The proclamation of the new organization is clear-cut: 


“.'giming for liberation of Rumania from Axis 
oppression, the Free Rumanian movement fights 
as well for stampeding’ the Nazi doctrine, In a 
country ruled along civilized, constitutional and 
democratic lines there is no place for a racial, creed 
and religious intolerance among its nationals, No 
‘such differences could rule the fight to which the

Bruce Lockhart, who met Gafencu during the first World 
War (Gafencu became @ pilot at the age of 24, after Rumania ’s 
entry into the Wer) , said in the book "Guns or Butter": 

"Gafencu is a man.to watch", 

His great-~grandfather was the Scotch renovator o2 paintings 
named Saunders. This Saunders was summoned to the Petersburg 
museum "Rremitage" to re~arrange its collections of paintings, 

His son, Gafencu’s grandfather, was deported by the Russian 
secret police "Ochrana” to a small Bessarabian village as a 
Free Mason and, in the Tzar’s eyes, a dangerous Seen. 

This Free Mason’s son left Bessarabia for neighboring 
Rumania and added to his original name another Rumanian one, 
thus calling himself Saunders-Gafencu. 

Grigore Gafencu is his son, 

Fe is a newspaperman by profession, He has published the 
best economic newsyaper "Argus" and founded his own. paper, 
the "Timpul", Carol summoned him by telephone from the Timpul’s 


offices to become an underesecretary in the Foreign Ministry, 


Gafencu’s real activity started after the Muxich agreement, 


whon the whole structure of European politics, founded upon the 
peace treaties, began to crash, Gafencu tried first of all to 
consolidate the Balkan treaty, hoping to use its force against

"Of course," Mr. Davila said, “that is ridiculous, but you dme- 
ricans often forget how credulous end ignorant the large majority 
of our men and women at home are, I have it on good authority that 
America's failure to reply at once to the Rumanian, Pulgarian and 
Hungarian declarations of wer did much to strengthen Nazi power in 
those countries. It is a fact," he continued,” that a good many 


wen in influential government positions in these nations warned 
that a declaration of war would mean immediate attack by the United 


Nations. ‘Then nothing happened they, too, felt encouraged and 
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agreed to the increased aid, in manpower and waterial which Hitler 


demanded with a greatly relieved conscience.." 


According to reports received by Mr Davila, the Rumenian divi- 


sions in Russia suffered such losses that the Rumanian government 
eae not dared to publish casualty lists. Mr.Davila is convinced 
that our belated action will nevertheless have a good effect. The 
Rumanians will feel that Germany cannot win against the British-Ame- 
rican-Russian combination. It is his opinion that an energetic of= 
fensive against the Rumanian oil fields should be launched now. 
While the Reich does not depend entirely on Rumanian oil, it never= 
theless needs every drop of that important war essential to continue 
its war activities, particularly if the German army doed not reach 
the Caucasus oil sources soon. 

My questions concerning the attitude of the Rumanian population 
toward the Germans generally, were met with a somewhat evasive reply. 
German economic influence in Rumania, he explained, had led to many- - 
sided contacts and relationships with the Rumanian people, especial- 
ly in the industrial and commercial world. The urban population is, 
to a large extent, in sympathy with the Germans, particularly with 
Hitler's anti-Semitic program. Outside of these few large centers, 
the Nazis do not enjoy much popularity. ‘The Rumanian peasant is too 
religious to believe in race hatred. Mr.Davila, who knows the coun- 
tryside of his fatherland well - he was 4 prominent member of the 
National Peasant Party for many years and lived among the peasants - 


is sure that they have not become reconciled to German domination. 
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He personally has always opposed anti-Semitism actively. 


When I asked him about King Carol's attitude toward the Ameri- 


can declaration of war on puenees he peoteeves ignorance. "I have 
neither direct nor iAdinees contact with King ae His opinion 
is not of great importence. As I told you on a previous occasion, 
the ex-King is a rank opportunist. If Hitler had not made demands 
of a purely persona} character Which he did not want to fulfill, he 
instead of General Antonescu probably would be the ruler of Rumania 
today. I do not like to discuss the King, but I will say that nei- 
ther London nor Washington has any confidence into his political in- 
teerity. I am more than ever convinced that Rumania must have @ | 
democratic government. Whether this government takes the form of 
a constitutional monarchy or of a republie I do not regard as parti- 
cularly important..." . 

I asked Mr.Davila whether he believed the reports that the Hun- 
garian government is preparing to deport all Rumanians out of Tran- 
sylvania. He was sure that there was some truth to the se reports, 
| though he thought that they were probably exaggerated. Hungary is 
still trying to pacify the Rumanian majority in Transylvania, he 
said, though she will never succeed. "The Horthy regime has made 
unfulfilleable promises to our nationals in that territory, but it 
will not win over any seizable portion of the population. I under= 
stand thet Hungary has sent about 500 of the most outspoken opponents 
of Hungarian rule to concentration camps where they ape being trea- 
ted as enemies of the Hungarian people...” 

Mr.eDavila refused to be drawn into a discussion of post-war ar- 


rangements. Such discussions, he said, would only weaken pur unity 


i 
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in the common task of defeating the Axis. The Balkan question must 


be taken up in earnest, however, as soon as Hitler is defeated. Un- 
less this is done at once all programs are useless in his opinion. 

Meanwhile it should be made clear to all concerned, he said, that 
the men responsible for the war and for the barbarities which the 
Nazi leaders and their helpmates committed in the occupied countries 
will be punished mercilessly and that only genuine democracies shall 
be permitted to sit at the peace table and to participate in the re- 
organization of the post-war world. | 

On the whole I found the Rumanian statesman much more communica 
tive than when I met him the first time.’ His democratic sentiments 
seemed to me also more genuine than on that other occasion. 

In order to hear what the representatives of King Carol would 
have to say concerning the declaration of war, I visited tir «Leon 
Fisher who has his office 419 Lafayette Str., N.Y.c. and calls it 
The Free Rumanian Committee. As I pointed out in my last Rumanian 
report, Mr.Fischer is the official spokesman of the King, having been. 
converte to Carol's cause by Madame Lupescu. 

Mr.Fischer assured me that King Carol welcomed Americats decla- — 
ration of war, and, indeed, felt that it should have come a great 
deal sooner. Carol's son Michael is generally recognized as a Hit- 
ler puppet. Under the guidance of Premier Antonescu he blindly obeys 
Berlin's dictum. 

Mr.Fischer is a rich banker, Jewish, but certainly not wealthy 
enough to carry on the campaign for Carol with his own means. WNever- 
theless he promises the organization of a world-wide campaign for the 


restoration of ex-King Carol to the Rumanian throne. Committees have 
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@lready been created in Mexico city, London, Rio de -Janeiro, Montreal 
,San Francisco and New York. He hopes that it will be possible to 
unite all anti-Axis committees under a sane democratic leadership with 
' Garol at its head. Davila laughed when I told him of Fischer's plan. 
Carol's representative discussed the probable future of Bur ope 
with much less restraint than Mr.Davila. He had been to see his "boss" 
in Mexico, he said, and could speak for His Majesty with authority. 
It is King Carol's opinion, he said, that the United States must take 
over the guardianship over Europe. 
If America should fail Burope once more, the King had said, there 


nf would be na hope for peace. Economic chaos and political revolution 


Xk would become a dreadful reality. The Russo~British Pact is not a 


durable instrument, in the opinion of Carol, because a Bolshevik Rus- 

sia would attempt to force Communism on the weaker European nations 

and neither Great Britain nor the United States could stand for thet. 

To believe, on the other hand, that Stalin or any other Communist 

head of the U.S.S.R. would abandon Communist political propaganda and 

economic pressure for any consideration, he deems ridiculous. 

Only incureble optimists, had Carol said, could believe in such 

a conversion of Asiatic Russia. Carol believes, however, that petween 

a democratic Russia - after the eafll of Bolshevism - and the Balken 

nations an understanding would be possible. Such tn understanding woul 
eer nave to teke the form of a Federation in which each state would have 

political freedom and soverignty, as far as that is possible in an 

organization in which all foreign affairs would be, handled by a Coun- 

ceil of Foreign Ministers. 


Carol also foresees the formation of an international police force 
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making large armies and navies in the individual states superfluous. 
&eccording to Mr.Fischer, Carol does not overlook the tremendous diffi- 
culties in the way of a satisfactory settlehent of the differences 
‘existing between the Balkan countries. He referred, for instance, to 
such territorial changes as those brought about by Hitler in bribing 
Hungary with Transylvania etc. 

Rumania surely could not give up her claim to that old Rumanian 
territory, but Carol thinks that it must be possible to get the na- 
tions to join hands in order to create an atmosphere in which a dur- 


able peace for all of Burope can be forged. lhr.Fischer reiterated 


that Carol considers any arrangement hopeless in which President does 


not play an active part in the reorganization of Hurope. 

The former King was extremely sorry, Fischer asserted, that he | 
was not afforded an opportunity to visit Washington. He is convinced, 
says his representative, that a personal conversation with the Fre- 
sident would have clarified the complicated issues which must be dealt 
with if there is to bexx lasting peace after this war.

Ramone Sagres of April 25, I fear it would serve no useful purpose for me to at- 

tempt to secure directly the Romanian reactions to the press release, since I have 

not kept up any contacts by correspondence. 

_f However, on the basis of available data, I think I can confidently say that 
the overt reaction - if any - among Romanians and Americans of Romanian descent 
cannot fail to be favorable to the text of these declarations. This also applies to 
Mr paliters. Sree Romanian tupporters, since that movement, too, is basing its en- 
deavors on the Atlantic Charter. 

Nevertheless, to all Romanians and to the vast majority of Americans of 
Romanian descent, who, it must be remembered, are of Transylvanian origin, the re- 
versal of the Vienna dictate must appear as a necessary preliminary to any peace 
| _ settlement in the Danubian basin. That this is most unlikely to come about through 
ipa” negotiations is, alas, evident. Hence, an outbreak of hostilities between Romania 
and Huhgary is generally taken for granted. It is the timing of the conflict which 
is debatable. There are some who consider desirable and advocate an immediate break, 
arguing that this would create a diversion great enough to hamper the German drive 
into Russia. The faction represented by the Romanul American undoubtedly holds this 
view, though it does not go out of its way to press the point but rather urges de- 
fection by both Romania. and Hungary as the best means of attaining the same result. 
The others, more cautious and, it might be ddded, more alive to purely Romanian in- 


with 
terests, concomitant though distinct from the main objective, the defeat of the Axis, 
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argue in favor of husbanding the forces of Romania by all possible means and of 
waiting for the most opportune moment before striking. This view seems to be based, 
consciously or unconsciously, on the historical precedent of 1918-1919, when an 
analogous situation was successfully solved with a minimum of bloodshed.

Increases needed 


Along with setting up a fourth category, an 
increase in the benefit amount and the length of 
« payment of unemployment insurance compensa- 
- tions would aid workers immeasurably in making 
- the shift from war-time to peace-time employment. 
At present the average benefit under the unem- 
ployment insurance law is about $10 a week for 
10 weeks a year. The highest paying state is 
California; the lowest South Carolina. Payments 
at present are made on the basis of earnings, 
rather than on length of employment. Thus is 
the low wage earner—the man whose need will 
be the greatest when unemployment comes— 
penalized. The post-war emergency demands a 
revision of these laws to meet the problems we 
will encounter then. 

As a back-log for the period when industry 
must adjust itself to peace-time production, numer- 
ous authorities have suggested a public works 
program. ‘This would take up the slack of un- 
skilled workers left idle by retrenchment. Fur- 
ther, if the projects undertaken were of suc 
nature as slum clearance, which tangibly improve 
the condition of the people, they would do much 
toward strengthening our domestic security. 

Already many people are asking, as our national 
debt soars to unprecedented proportions, will the 
government be able to finance a public works pro- 
gram after the war? Just as it is true now, it will 
be true then: we cannot afford the luxury of a 
balanced budget. Just as we are spending billions 
now to provide tanks and guns, ships and planes 
for the safety and well-being of our people, so 
must we spend after the war to preserve the things 
we fought to defend. 
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A voluntary} savings program has béen sug- 
gested as anotier prop for the future. {f every 
worker in the country had from $500 ¢ $1,000 
as a cushion against the inevitable shock of read- 
justment, a_repetition of the thirties might be 
avoided. His willingness to participate in a sav- 
ings program is manifest in the fact that in various 
defense plants, through his own organizations, lic 
is putting away a certain amount each week. 

"Again and again it has been pointed out that 
this is no “silk shirt era.” Such security as the 
people now enjoy has a hard-won quality. You 
find them paying off old debts. They live in trailer 
camps to avoid exorbitant rents. In one center, 
defense migrants have converted an old barn into 
a community house and take their recreation there 
instead of at taverns or theaters. 

Although records show relatively little money 
being put into banks, the prevailing spirit of con- 
servatism makes feasible a voluntary savings plan 
as a shock absorber later. Nation-wide participa- 
tion could easily be popularized since it would be 
based upon an impulse deep-rooted in the Ameri- 
can worker, a desire to be self-sustaining, to hoe 
his own row. 

At the present time no method of saving should 
have stronger appeal to the war worker than the 
purchase of defense savings bonds and stamps. 
Whatever his income, here is something tangible 
he can buy with his money, knowing that in doing 
so, he not only looks to his own future but to the 
preservation of his country as well. 

None of these plans—abolition of settlement 
laws, extension of the social security program, 
public works, or voluntary savings—offers a uni- 
versal solvent. But knit into a comprehensive 
and elastic national program, each would con- 
tribute toward post-emergency security. 

If we are to avoid the suffering and chaos of a 
depression decade, we must be ready with an 
answer before the last munitions factory is dis- 
assembled and the jobless workman asks, “What 
now?”

A T THE end of this war the European soul

No program of war aims, no orators, even were 
they better than Demosthenes, could have per- 
suaded the peace loving, pre-war population o 
Norway, Denmark, France, Croatia, Rumania 
and Czechoslovakia that the routine and minor 
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comforts of every-day life were not the highest 
good on earth. They would have scorned any 
prophet who told them: “You who are all-too- 
many, you who are superfluous, mind you, a time 
will come when politics will no longer mean horse 
trading and pull, combinazione, tips and the right 
to be pensioned. A time will come when politics 
will no longer mean the good offices of your local 
deputy to obtain a license for a bureau de tabac in 
France or a liquor store in Norway. A time will 
come when politics will simply mean: Kill or be 
killed!” 

The foxes and hares have vanished. There 
are no more opportunities for horse trading. 
Instead of the plotters of combinazione, men with 
warlike instincts are arising. Today it is no longer 
Daladier or Laval who is popular, but an intrepid 
Colette. Europe has become a bad place for 
Philistines and pacifists. Under the impact of 
emotions never felt before by our generation, 
entire nations are praying for the success of their 
terrorists, and out of the depths of their suffering 
people are again beginning to say that war 
is the father of all things. In every occupied 
country Hitler has destroyed the old state, the 
old parties, the uld unions, in order, so he has said, 
to save the world from bolshevism. But in every 
country he has occupied, a part of the labor that 
Lenin accomplished in Russia is now being done. 


With his books under his arm, Lenin consciously 
destroyed the old state and everything it stood for. 
The same thing is now taking place in Europe 
without benefit of any doctrine, like a natural 

henomenon. The experts of combinazione, Pétain, 
ee De Man, Quisling and Antonescu, are 
now cowering in the ruins of what were formerly 
state organizations. But neither the French nor 
the Norwegians nor the Dutch live in these states. 
These states are nothing but empty monstrosities 
guarded by German military and secret police. 
And the peoples who, under the leadership of the 
appeasers, were so shy about making war, felt 
that they were helpless before the German war 
machine, say today: “This is our war and because 
it is our war anything is justifiable.” With all 
their available strength, in their dreams, in con- 
centration camps, before the neighbor, when they 
blow up bridges or loosen railway tracks, they 
wage the total war from below against the total 
war from above. ‘Only in this light,” 2 German 
friend, who has managed to escape to Switzer- 
land, wrote me, “does the term ‘total war’ gain 
its full significance: combination of foreign war 
and civil war, both of them permanent.” 

One tenth of the contempt for death and the 
hard work they now display would have been suf- 
ficient to give a different face to the war in 1939- 
40. Only two years ago, 10 German motorcyclists 
were able to capture an entire French regiment, 
and some 1,000 Germans succeeded in occupying 
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the beautiful city of Oslo as it lay sleeping in the 
dawn. | 


Why was it possible? 
The war was nothing new 


The war that came was, as always, a continua- 
tion of politics by other means, a continuation to 
the point of the grotesque. Even when the Ger- 
mans reached the gates of Warsaw, the French 
were proud of not having died for Danzig—just 
as Deat had wished. They laboriously tried to : 
wage war without shedding blood. 
minefield, they sent a herd of swine ahead of their - 
troops. This was their offensive, their assistance 
to the Poles. - 


Among the many officers, including some of 
the highest rank, to whom I spoke during the war, 
I found four opinions represented: some declared 
sharply and tersely that victory over the Germans 
was impossible; others hoped for a compromise; 
still others for a revolution in Germany, which 
would relieve them of their task; others hoped 
for a miracle. 


In this kind of warfare was expressed the whole 
policy of Europe’s sham democracy—that horse 
trading mentality for which the Italians have the 
word combinazione. This shallow cunning which, 
since 1924, had pervaded not only political circles 
but entire classes of the population, is based on 
the assumption that there are no obstacles that 
need taking by frontal assault, that all obstacles 
can somehow be circumvented. Entire classes of 
society before they even thought of buying peace 
from Hitler bought peace and the domestic status 
quo from each other. People clung to the belief 
that it was always possible to maintain their posi- 
tions of power by mutual concessions. The poli- 
tician who best knew how to bribe the enemy was 
regarded as the leader. 

Machiavelli says that in politics one must be 
fox or lion according to the circumstances; the 
democratic politicians were only foxes. The anti- 
Hitler fronts, both internal and external, were 
led by foxes, if not by rabbits. The crisis of the 
democracies was one of character and spirit. ° 

Those who knew the German Reichstag before 
Hitler, or the Italian Parliament before Musso- 
lini, will never forget the lamentable picture they 
presented. Communists, socialists and republican 
foxes put their heads together and calculated with 
the pencils so abundantly supplied by the parlia- 
ments that the dictators would be unable to 
achieve power because they were 20 or 50 votes 
short of a majority. Exhibiting the same parlia- 
mentary cretinism, politicians in Paris or London 
calculated that Hitler could not possibly win the 
war. With blue penal in hand they calculated— 
very correctly—that they had 50 times more oil, 
60 times more wool, 100 times more gold than 
the nazis. 
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Revolution in war 


That revolutionary methods of warfare can 
overcome all that, that shortages, once the fight 
has broken out, imperatively point out the direc- 
tion of the attack, that a young generation faces 
death most courageously, most easily, most_reso- 
lutely when young generals tell them: Look, 
there are the riches of the world. Let us break 
through and take them!—all this, the ABC of 
warfare, this appetite, which in itself is healthy— 
the pencil careerists, the statisticians, the party 
tacticians, the learned illiterates, the professors, 
the foxes and the hares did not understand. Nor 
did the peoples themselves understand it. 

At the same time the National Socialists drank 
toasts to victory, laughed and celebrated their 
future murders. 

“We shall be victorious,’ Goebbels said in a 
Bohemian gathering. ‘Because we know how to 
kill. Because we do it with pleasure, with resolu- 
tion; because we long to do it.” 

Count Helldorf, later chief of police in Berlin 
and Potsdam, agreed: “Yes, killing is today a for- 
gotten and discredited human and political virtue. 
With ‘Kill Heartily’ as the clear-ringing motto in 
our hearts we shall destroy the weak Weimar 
Republic and those pedantic cabinets in London 
and Paris which really belong in the eighteenth 
century.” 

Voluntary, hearty killing is rapidly ceasing to be 
.a privilege of the National Socialist warriors. 
The nazis have preached and put into practice 
murder and the “dangerous life.” But it was easy 
for them. For the army and the police supported 
them. Murder and “revolution” were, so to speak, 
directed by the police. Their heroism was a sham 
heroism, they were snobs of heroism. Just as the 
cultural and spiritual snobs used to stuff their 
empty phrases with quotations from world litera- 
ture, so the nazis have been the snobs of the 
revolver with the safety catch released. 


But today tens of thousands live the dangerous 
life without the protection of armies or police. 
Today there is real self-sacrifice and heroism. 
Today men have risen whom Hitler will never 
conquer. 

he new Europe which is now springing up 
from a tragedy without parallel will not be ruled 
by the armies of occupation. 

In his memoirs, General Allen, commander of 
the American troops stationed in the Rhineland 
in 1919, gives a good idea of the difficulties at- 
tending every occupation of a foreign country. 
And he spoke of only one province. 


To the emigrés 


Nor will Europe be ruled by the emigrés scat- 
tered on all continents. This would be to proclaim 
yesterday, if not the nineteenth century, as today, 
as our own century. This would reduce the 
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European revolution to a mere change of cabinet. 
It was not Hitler who robbed the 1939 emigrés of 
their intelligence, any more than Lenin robbed 
those of 1917 of theirs. They cannot be intelli- 
gent, for their leaders are mostly combinazione 
leaders. 

Let us take a typical example. Shortly after 
Hitler’s accession to power, I was received by a 
French Minister who is today in exile and who 
like many others wants to succeed Pétain. He was 
one of Daladier’s most trusted advisers. He com- 
placently shook hands with me and asked me to 
tell him about Germany. I told him what every 
thirteen year old boy in Germany knew: that war 
was coming—and war not against the moon, but 
against France. I said that the Prussian-German 
army could not forget the defeat of 1918. 

“Revenge against us,” the Minister interrupted 
me in a tone of annoyance, “cannot be the goal of 
National Socialism. If Hitler goes to war, all 
Europe will not suffice him as a prize.” 

“You are right,” I said, “but you will be the 
first step.” 

“No, we are going to appease him, and we shall 
negotiate with sincerity and, if necessary, with 
cunning, but in any case with a will to succeed.” 

“That won't help you,” I replied; “no matter 
what you give him he will value it only if he 
massacres you in addition. He won't tolerate 
another army on the continent, particularly an 
army which beats the Germans not by its own 
strength but with foreign help. Nor can you 
remain in the no man’s land of neutrality during 
a world conflict.” 

At that point the Minister lost both his natural 
friendliness and acquired good manners and began 
to rage, not against Hitler, but against me and the 
like of me. 


“What you want,” he cried, “is to incite us to 
war. I can understand that you, an emigré, should 
wish to avenge your sufferings by a little world 
war. But we are weak. And even if we were 
strong, we still could not send an army corps to 
Berlin every time some liberal is thrown out. 
Excuse my sharp language, but I must convince 
you. Hitler must be willing to stop somewhere, 
and all the art of our diplomacy should consist 
in finding out this point of safety. You must 
realize that in the last world war our manhood 
was decimated. Even if we win this time, a new 
war would cost us from two to three million casual- 
ties, which would leave us without men. We are 
40 million, the Germans are 80 million. We are 
not multiplying at all, while they multiply like 
hygienically supervised rabbits, To us, peace, 
negotiations, appeasement spell the only possi- 
bility of sea? 

Every word he spoke gave voice to his ardent 
will for peace, He expressed the whole policy of 
comfort which prevailed in all strata of society, 
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and not only in France. It was from their fear 
of death that this longing for tranquillity, this 
renunciation of life was born. 


Against comfort-at-any-price 


The uprising of the new generation is directed 
both against nazism and against the spirit of horse 
trading. The emigrés are outside the experience 
of the present revolt, they have not yet under- 
stood it. In vain do they parade their ex- 
ministerial titles, withered like the laurels of dead 
stage stars. The new ruling class, the new “people 
of rulers,’ is being formed from all classes and 
professions. The process that in other epochs 
took decades or years is now being consummaied 
in a few months. It is revolutionary by its very 
speed. These rapid changes are giving rise to 
new life, new energies, new strength springing 
forth from the soul of the people, from the remot- 
est past, from their deep faith in religion. We 
are witnessing the birth of religious wars for free- 
dom. The tabula rasa, resulting from Hitler's 
destruction of the old governments, the old mili- 
tary and political bureaucracies, the old material 
values and property relations, will enable the new 
élite to rise, and among these new men every 
soldier carries a marshal’s baton in his bag. 

They will come from the Comitadjis in the 
mountains of Macedonia, the students in Leyden 
and Amsterdam, the railroad workers in France, 
the terrorists in Serbia and those Germans who 
are learning the meaning of Hitler’s Reich in 
prison cells and concentration camps. To deny 
the oppressed Germans equal rights, to ignore 
their courage, is to renounce the destruction of 
Hitler. These Germans are in the most difficult 
position. There are far more obstacles to their of- 
fensive than to any British offensive against Hitler. 

To be sure those people have no definite pro- 
gram, But their tendencies—so I was told by a 

riend who recently escaped from one of the occu- 
pied countries to Switzerland—recall Jefferson’s 
ideas of decentralized government. ‘Our chief 
aim,” he wrote me, “is the dissolution of the cen- 
tralized authoritarian State and its replacement 
by a free association of communities. This would 
be the first counter-offensive of the individual after 
the century-old offensive of State power. Pos- 
sibly such associations will embrace all conceivable 
human types: from the flaming, romantic revolu- 
tionary to the type who sees the original cell of a 
future order of society in a trade union. The eco- 
nomic question, important as it may be, does not 
preoccupy these fighters at present; they will ac- 
cept any economic régime if it guarantees their 
personal freedom.” 

Beyond a doubt new, terroristic, warlike ele- 
ments and not figures from the political antique 
shop will be the next rulers. In January, 1942, 
a thing happened which was certainly unexpected 
to many people: the leader of the Serbian resist- 
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ance against the Germans was appointed war 
minister by the government-in-exile in London. 
The government-in-exile needs this new war minis- 
ter more than he needs them. Soon the Poles, 
Czechs and others will follow this example. 

A European type of anti-Hitler fighter is in 
the process of formation. The psychology of this 
new type is unintelligible to conformist thinking. 
He is a conspirator today, but a ruler tomorrow. 
His path to power traverses the prison cell, not 
the corridor of parliament. 

It may be true that oppression has never been ' 
bloodier than today; but it is also true that no 
war was less “national” than Hitler’s. The first 
nation captured by Hitler was Germany. Have 
we not seen National Socialist Frenchmen who 
contributed to the present lawlessness as much 
as Hitler? Is not the gang (certain conservatives 
excepted) which, in the darkness of the defeat, 
equipped with false keys and felt slippers furnished 
by the Gestapo, stole power and installed them- 
selves as the Vichy government, equal in ignominy 
to Himmler and Goering? And the Hungarian, 
Italian, Rumanian and Bulgarian gentlemen who 
have handed over their peoples to Hitler, are they 
made of a different stuff from the nazis? 

And all the Quislings who were formerly Hit- 
ler's greatest asset are today becoming a liability. 
Today, the Quislings are only a ferment of civil 
war, they crystallize the hatred of Germany in 
the oppressed populations. They color the life 
and death struggle with a bloody, passionate over- 
tone. All the old accounts are being settled now, 
just as in a civil war. 

Only one thing can still postpone Hitler’s de- 
feat, only one thing can renew his military 
strength: political mistakes of the coalition fight- 
ing against him. But even this will not save him. 
The struggle has become too deep, gushing from 
the bowels of the earth and the innermost depths 
of the human soul. Europe, this boiling pot of 
races, is even now beginning to vomit up nazism 
from its mouth like nauseating bile.

This document should be of the 
highest significance, since it presumably presents the other, official, side of the 
argument. It can be only fragmentarily reconstructed from Maniu's answering memoran- 
dum. 

It is impossible for me to exaggerate the very great importance of these 
documentse They throw a clear and, for me, a new light on the details of Romanian 
“eollaboration" with Germany and on the process of German "infiltration in Romanian 
economic life. I Spnstder te of the greatest importance for your office to have a 
complete translation of at least the more significant of the documents. In connest= 
jon with the problems presented by Romania, it is of vital importance that the UeSe 
Government possess these translations, not only with reference to the present poli- 
tical and economic picture of Romania but also for future decisions concerning that 
country. With this conviction, I propose that you allow me to proceed immediately 
with the translations and that you authorize me to engage the temporary services of 
a competent secretary (I have ascertained that I can readily find one in Charlottes- 
ville), at the expense of your offices I could then commute to Charlottesville every 
day and dictate the translations straight off to the typist, keeping all copies, etc. 
in my possession until the completion of the work. I should thik two weeks would 
see the job finished. J make this proposal because I consider 4% necessary for you 


to heave a reliable translation, not just a haphazard guess-work~cum-dictionary ver= 
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Please let me know as soon as possible whether you agree to this. “y

ed, the other would not be averse, it seems, to see the Soviet Union taking over; bot 
profess to abhor Antonescu and his works; neither appears to be genuinely concerned 
with the fate of Romanians in Romania. In what way, if any, they will be able and/or 
willing to contribute to settling the Romanian problems, in the event of an Allied 
victory, remains to be seen. It also remains to be seen how such contributions will 
be received by Romanians in Romania. However, that is neither here nor there, at the 
present time. I merely raised the above question because it helps to keep track of

peaking of stupidity, we are going to see if we are 
not continuing to be stupid when we fail to recognize that 
any help we may get from the democracies is that much 
more weight thrown against the nazis and fascists.

SUMMARY 

I had a telephone conversation with Mr. James R. Sharp of the 
Special War Policies Unit of the Department of Justice concerning 
political reactions which might be involved in the release (which we 
had heard informally mie ene be pending) of certain members of the Free s 
Rumania sMovenenit who had previously been ‘indieted and taken into 
eustody at Detroit for failing to register as alien agents. 

I recommended to Mr. Sharp first that he should consult informal~ 
ly with Mr. Cavendish Cannon at the Department of State, and second 
that he mene find it well to obtain in some informal way the views of 
Mr. Charles Davila, formerly Rumanian Minister to the United States. 
Mr. Davila represented the democratic opposition to King Carol and 
to the Free Rumania Movement. What he hid to say might well be of 
interest if accepted as coming from that point of view. 

My, Sharp said that he had not yet heard that the persons in 
question might be released, He would look into the matter. In the 


meantime, he welcomed my informal suggestions and would probably act 


on them.

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At the suggestion of Mr. Meritt, Mr. Cooley of the Justice 
Lepartment, came in to see me. 


He told me that he had about made up his mind to release 
the Free Rumenians detained by the F.B.I. on the charge of subversive 
acbivities. He said that although the Department Files revealed many 
unsavory details abowt individuals, he had no evidence that they had 
carried on activities favorable to the Axis. 


I pointed out to Mr. Cooley that the release of this man 
would have a disturbing political effect on the Rumanian community, 
put that t realized that it was a matter for Legal considvrations 
rather than considerations merely political. 


After agreeing to do a Memorandum for Mr. Cooley on the 
political activities of the Free Eumanian Movement, I suggested that 
before releasing this man it might be wise to communicate with officials 
in the OWL. In this way unfavorable political results following the 
release of these Fumanians night to some extent be mitigated.

Although prior to King Carol's attempt to destroy all 
political parties there were 26 such parties registered, there 
are only two which count. They are the National. Peasant, under 
the leadership of Dr. Jules Maniu, and the Neslonal Liberal, 
under Dinu Bratiano. The only other party which was ever able to 
elect more than a handful of members to Parliament was the Totul 
Pentru Tsara, or Iron Guards. Following tho death of Codreanu, 
their leader, and the failure of their plotted revolt, this party 
hes little prestige in the country. The Germans are holding Horia 
Sima, who took over the leadership just prior to the fall of Carol, 
in Berlin ag a menace to General Antonescu. When Antonescu hesi-~ 
tates to send additional treops or supplies to the Russian front, 
it is suggested that Sima "risht be useful". The Maniu and Bratiano 
parties promise to absorb the youthful element of the Tron Guards 
following Germany's defent. The better element have already severed 
all relations wlth the Iron Guards, who lost the sympathy of the 
people during the revolution. Most of these young people thought 
they were joining a greut national movement with an important 
mission, Great was their decepticn. ‘Two other political parties 
which usually sent a score of members to Parliament were the Saxon 
(German) and the Hungarian winority groups. They championed the 
eause of the minorities in Parliamen:. 


Until Carol set hinself up os dictator, the Maniu and Bratdano 
parties had ruled the comtry alternately for more than a decade. 
Prior to the World War, the Bratisnos had ruled the courtry at will. 
During that time Maniu was a Hungarien subject and 2 member of the 
Hungarian Parliament, being a Tromsylvanisn, The Bratianos had 
governed the country under a most centralized form of government, y 
although the fivst Bratiano cxme to power by Leadiny a revol+ againet 
the landed nobles. When aniu beeame a Noumanian eltizen, following 
the vote of the Transylynian escenbly to rejoin the "mother country, 
he led a ficht against tee Bratlaunos and theivy dictatorial government. 
in 1928 Maniu wad his pirtr, combined with the Peasant Party of the 
ol Kingdom, came to power in the fires free elections ever held in 
Rounanie, cubiluing 76% of the total vote. Manin iiumediately intro~ 
ducad Local administration mad gave justice to the minorities, all 
of whom gave hin thelr votes. Thi3 was a staggering blow to the 
Bratiany pavty who omed the banks, big industry, «nd controlled the 
prass. These tue pastios reasined exemies unti) Curol became their 
comion enem,. They vere broaght cloror together whon the German army 
too the comtry over. 


Before leaving Founnnia, I visited Manin «and Dinu Br..tiano and 
Was Comlse.cnec by thes bots to diterm America thit they agree on 
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all principal questions relating to their country and that they and 
their parties await the aid of the United Nations with the hopes 

of staging a revolt at the opportune moment. Dr. Gostineseu, former 
Mayor of Bucharest, former Minister of Labor, and brother~in~law te 
Dinu Bratiano, is the go~between, as Maniu and Bratiano don't dare 
see each other lest the Germans send them to a concentration camp. 
They both cooperate with General Antonescu as far as possible. They 
formerly saw him in secret at the Osiceanu residence in Buftea, just 
outside Bucharest, but have of late a go-between in the person of 
General Alexandru Manolescu of the Royal Palace, a personal friend of 
mine. Neither Bratiano nor Maniu wholly condemn Genersi. Antonescu 
fer his policy, knowing that should he resign, Horla Sima, the Iron 
Guard assassin and leader, would be returned to assassinate Antonesou 
and legions of others, They both told me that Antonescu does many 
things they cannot mderstand, but at heart he is trying to prevent 
further slaughter of Roumaniun personalities. 


It is more than likely that Maniu and Bratiano will pool their 
intererts in a reconstruction policy after the war and follow the 
seme foreign policy, But both men are well along in years, Maniu 
approaching 70, and Bratiano o little older. In the Bratiano ranke 
there ere a number of capable men to take his place, while Haniu's 
ranks cre tuch weaker, General Manolescu, the go~between, and an old 
trusted friend of Maniu told me in secret that owing to Maniu's age 
ag voll. os tnat of Bratisno, he und a small group of younger men in 
both parties hope to form a new group to take over the power im- 
mediately after the war, In preparation he said he lost no occasion 
to take the young King, Michael, to his country estates and interast 
him in dealing diractly with the peasants who do the work, and in 
farming and stock-raising. He aprears:to be under the conviction 
that, vith this desocratic training, the young Michnel will be glad 
to beecme a constitutional King. It should be remarked that General 
Manoleceu has been about the Royal Pelace since childhood, Personally 
he does not appoar politically ambitious, but eager to play a leading 
role ir. the formation of a strong party of younger men who would 
support a constitutional King,

Deur Mr. Secretarys 
past? May I appeal to you for the son of a friend of mine, 
Mr.\ Armand Labin, Roumanian citizen, now in Vichy, and his 
wif-, Denisa Labin, a French citizen. Mr. Armand Labin's 
futher has been for three decades the Co-proprietor and 
publishy-r of the only great Roumanlan democratic newspapers, 
the "ADEV.RUL" and the "DIMINEATZA." He has unrelentingly 
opposed fascism and reaction und upheld democracy and consti-~ 
tutional government. Being & Jew he became one of the princi- 
pal targets of the Roumanian fascists. He is now in the 
United States, but nis son, Armand,and his daughter-in-law 
are still in France. He applied for vis«s for them to enter 
the United States anu wus invitec to appear in person before 
the Interdepartmentul Review Committee. So far he has not 
recelveu any answer. 


Now news from France, published by the Press, is that 
all "alien" Jews, «ven those presently in unoccupied Framce, 
will be sent to the East by the Nazi suthorities. 


The service to the democratic cause in Roumsnia 
rendered by Mr. Labin, who is a personal friend of Mr. Maniu 
a$ Well, is such that I consiuer it ay duty to do everything 
possible to save is son's life, as deportation to the Raat 
would mean almost certuin deuth. Consequently I dare to appeal 
to you, renembering your kind words when I retired from my 
post in Washington, to obtain th:..t the Review Vommittee should 
hasten its decision and, if it is unfavorable, that the Board 
of Appeals sipald approve tne visas. 


AS the deportations nave already started in France, 
I ai. afruid thut if the visas are not granted in a few days, 
it will be too late. If it cum & done the American Embassy 
in Vichy ought to be instructed by wire to intervene for a 
French exitevisa, us these are -ot given any more by the 
"Prefactures"® but by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs itself. 
On the other hand, the Roumanian Legition in Vichy cannot 
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renew Mr. Labin's passport which is expired and, when sent 
to Bucharest, the renewal of passports of Jews is systema-~ 
tically refused. 


An affidavit of the American Eabassy would be the 
only document on which the various visas could be applied 
in order to save Mr. Armand Labin. His wife hes of course 
her French passport.
